This (hip upfet aC 9 o'clock on 
Sunday morning laR, oflf Barnegat, during 
the gale which was fevercly felt in this <iiy. 
I t is painful to ftate» that out of forty-nine 
perfons*on boards 21 were drowned—Gen. 
Macpherfon, of Philadelphia, in fnving the 
life of his daughter loft his own. 
On Mon- 
day, at 11 o’clock A. M. the furvivors were 
taken off the wreck by the Britifli brig Swifc, 
Capt Phelan, of St. Johns, and brought fafe 
to this port.
